His Wife Redeemed the 

Situation. 



It was yeavs ago, ill the back bush- 
of an isolated Australian township, 
that a struggling, little Salvation Anny 
corps suffered dire reverse through a 
period of unfaithfulneBi?, doubly ve,- 
peated, on the part of those who were 
responsible for its leadership. So hope- 
less and barren had the field become, 
from a spiritual standpoint, that the 
Divisional Officer saw nothing better 
for the present than to close up thei 
corps, and retire from the ueighbor- 
hood. 

Just at this crisis, by God's own 
guiding hand, a faithful Local Officer 
got an important i,-aihvay appointment 
at the depot. He and his wife and 
family moved to the little township, 
in full cognizance of the low status, 
of the Army's reputation, and the evil 
deeds, which had wrought such 
damage. Nevertheless, true to his 
God and his, colors, he appeared 
at work bearing the Army insignia.

So theywent on for that weary hour, 
all ages, all sizes, and all nationalities. 
They looked into the empty shack, got

They didn't go far, 
for when the "goods" began to arrive 
and the coffee and rolls were ready 
tlie old man with the cap and no over- 
coat was first in line, and the cheerful 
looking boy second. ' . 

"I know how that feels," said a man 
with an English accent, as the old.

"I walked from Edinburgh to Liver- 
pool once^ind was lucky to stumble 
right on to a bread line when I got at 
ray journey's end, wet, cold, and hun-

"I have been all over England,'':

"'Where were you stopping?" said 
the man with. the English accent.

Tvm '-'ffortt amongst heatiir-j 
|b races generally posBesses 
IS a sufficient element of 
romance and adventure 
to make it of more tlian ordinary in- 
terest to the average reader. The 
following account, therefore, of bow 
Christianity was first introduced 
amongst the British Columbian In- 
dians, ,jv4U doubtless prove no ex- 
ception', to the rule. We have compiled 
it partly from information supplied 
by Sergt.-Major Auckland, and partly 
from other sources. Before his con- 
version, twelve years ago, the present 
Sergt.-Major used to take part in the 
horrid festivals described below, and 
is himself, a trophy of Divine Grace. 

1.— A Zimshian Feast. 

Amongst the Coast Indians, the 
Zimshians were the most degraded, 
and their medicine men were as dread- 
ed as they were powerful. They were 
, cannibals, and the mode of initiation 
into their horrid order was as cruel 
and revolting as their savage instincts' 
could devise. 

Should any yotmg men of the tribe 
aspire to be admitted within the ranks 
of the "Allied" as they called them- 
selves, a" long and unpleasant ordeal 
faced them. First, they had to be edu- 
cated bythe older medicine men, and 
when that was nearly finished, they 



Were sent into the 
bush alone, to remain 
there fasting until 
they received their 
"spiritual gifts." Only 
the rich young men 
could ever hope to 
become one of the in- 
itiated, for the next 
proceeding was to 
give away -consider- 
able wealth in blank- 
ets, and furs to the 
chiefs. 

This act was done 
with great ostenta- 
tion, the candidate 
being accompanied 
by a large body oi 
men, making as much 
noise as they pos- 
sibly could. About 
a score would also 
hold on to a rope which was tied 
around his body, and pretend that all 
their strength was required in Order 
to hold him back. 

The next step was the final ordeal, 
and equalled in barbarity the most 
degrading lites of any tribe under the 
sun . This part of the initiation was 
actually witnessed by Mr. Duncan,

whole of the uniniti- 
ated population left 
their houses and formed 
tliemselvea into groups 
at a distance from the 
fatal spot, lest they 
should also become 
victims. A fear for 
which thevei was very 
good reason. Present- 
ly, two bands of Allied 
men came marching 
along, producing the 
most hideous sounds, 
each being headed by 
a candidate for mem- 
bership. 

The two candidates 
advanced with a long, 
creeping step, waving 
their arms and jerking 
their heads backwards 
and forwards, so as to 
"make their long hair 
wave in the breeze. 
Theypretended for some 
time to be seeking fot 
the : body , and at last 
they discovered it and- 
made a simultaneous 
rush for it. In a mo- 
ment tliey were closely

the first English missionary in those 
parts, and he describes it as follows : 

"In order to give hi? assistance to 
the ceremony, a chief ordered one of 
his slaves, an old woman, to be killed 
and her body to be thrown into the 
sea. As soon as this was done, the 
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Indian Dwellings— Old Style,

surrounded by their respective bands, 
but in a few minutes the crowds 
opened, and out passed the two iien, 
each bearing half of the murdered 
woman, which they liad actually torn 
In two with iJjeir hands and teeth 
alone. They then began devouring 
the body, when the spectator was un- 
able to enduie the sight ahy longer, 
and left the spot." 

. From this it can bs well understood 
that these cannibal medicine men were 
the dread of the country, and when the 
sound of their honid songs was heard 
near a village, the people generally 
went off in then canoes, and .took good 
care to remain at a distari.ce until all 
danger wns past, lest they should he 
.selected as the next victims. , . 

Another repuhsive custom; amongst 
the people was the eating of dogs, and 
sometimes they would assemble on the, 
outskirts of a village, set tip a ftfi'ious 
howling and then rush like apack of 
wolves through it, tearing to pieces' 
with- their teeth any corpses or dogs 
tliey chanced to find. 
il'.— The Coming of the" White Men. 
AccO.rding to- the Barrative. of Sergt,- 



Major Auckland, it was aboufc fifty, 
years ago when the first white men 
came to Port Sjropson, where; thesa- 
heathen . Indians lived. A British 
gunboat then appeared, and. the In-- 
dians seem to have treated the capr 
tain in a characteristic savage style.- 
He refrained from firing on them, 
however, and reported to the home 
authorities that? the Indians of Simp- 
son were terrors and did nob value 
human life at all. 

The story of the Indians' gurprise 
when they observed the strange cus- 
toms of the white men, was afterwards 
related by an old native in quainb 
but forceful language, 

' : "The strangers landed, and beck- 
oned the Indians to come to them and 
bring them some fish. One of them 
had over his shoulder what was sup- 
posed to be only a stick. Preseatly he 
pointed it at a bird .tlfat was flyingi 
past— a violent 'poo' went forth— down ^ 
came the bird to the ground. Thfi 
Indians died! As they revived, bhty, 
questioned each other as to their sttate, 
wheUifer any w«re dead and what daohl

THEIR CAUSES, AND THE EFFORTS 
j» PUT FORTH TO .SAVE LIFE. > 



DURING the past few montlia a 
most ertraordJBaiy number ■ 
of sUpping ilisastcrs have 
oeeurred in aU parts of the 
world, an.<l each month has 
^witnessed 'fresh and appalling efitlamities.- 
.The ca\ises of these disasters have- beeu, : 
as varied as the types' of vessels • that 
' have met with them, and iu many .cases 
- great losi's of life has added to the hor- 
rors of the caliiiiiity. 

•Tbe coUision of the "Larchmont" and • 
the frightful .death roll is still fresh in 
oni memories, -ivhile the terrific explo- , 
Bion on the ITrench battleship "Jena" 
at Toulon, sent a thrill of horror 
tl(rough the world. 

-We lemember also tho sudden dostruc- • 
tion that befel the passengers on the ill- 



braziers which most Japanese houses use. 
But ia -.some' houses* firewood' was burned 
throughout Sunday uighti. and the atten- ; 
tion thus shown was greatly appreciat- 
ed. By Monday morning the officials of 
the local government offices appeared, 
and they did their utmost to ameliorate 
the disagreeable conditions. A quantity ' 
of fresh beef and tinned meat" and a 
laymber of blankets were distributed 
among the passengers and crew. 

Cargoes Shifting. 

.Another cause of vessels heing wreck- 
ed is on account- of their cargoes shifting 
in a heavy sea. This makes the vessels 
unmanageable to a great oxfent, and 
starts them leaking. At such times the 
crew must keep constantly pumping till 



swamped and the two men droT*iied, Ms 
seas were now breaking over the schoon- ' 
er-'a entire length, . and the remaining , 
thirteen men of the crew were driven to 
tho- fore rigging. The vessel was sight- 
ed from the beach almost as soon as she 
struck,' an^d in a few moments" a lino 
was successfully shot over the fore-stay, 
tho br^chea buoy rigged and the thir- . 
teen men saved. The vessel and cargo • 
were a total'loss," and she broke up in a 
few hours. 

Salving Life ahd Cargo. ' « 

'The saving of lives and the salvage of ' 
vessels and their cargoes is jiow an or- 
ganized work, under Government control, 
in every Christianized country. 

Probably no location on either the At- 
lantic or Pacific coasts has had so large ' 
a -number of vessels atrajided on. its beach 
as the long stretch of white sand kno-wa , 
as Cape Cod, which reaches out into the

exhausted or the wator in the hold gains 
on them too fast. Then the captain 
beaches the vessel. Under sueh condi- 
tions the -British schooner 'jLily" wt^a 
put "■ashore by- her captain fifteen miles . 
east- of Cape Cod light. - The patrol' of 
the Nauset Lifb Saving Station saw tli,e 
signals of distress at daylight, and the 
crew immediately tried to launch the hfe- 
hoat. It was found impossible to do so, 
however, and a short time afterward the 
captain of the schooner hoisted sail and 
beached his vessel about two a<nd a quar- 
ter miles soath of the Nauset Sta,tion, , 
and tho 'crew left the vessel and reached 
the shore safely in their own boat. 

In a Blinding Snow Storm. 

Sometimes a vessel may get ashore 
owing to a heavy fog or 'a blinding snow- 
sttinla, making it impossiuie to tell their 
bearings. A case of -this sort was the 
Gloueester fisherman Elsie M. Smith. 
The vessel had made a snceessfid trip to 
the Banks, arid was loaded with a full 
fare of fish homeward bound, when 
within a day's run of home she -nas 
wrecked. Proceeding under shortened 
sail in a north-east gale and driving 
snowstorm, for two days the crew had 
not Seen the sun, an4 it was impossible 
for them to tell where they were. With 
hardly a moment's warning, tho little 
vessel struck the beach 'two miles south 
of the Orleans Eifo Saving Station and 
on tho instant commenced to break up. 
They attempted to launch gne of their 
small Ashing boats, but when two of the 
crew had dropped into her, she was 
forced away from the side of the vessel 
by a heavy sea which parted the iiainters, 
and being unmanageable, the boat was 



it is -due to the efficient life saving ser- 
vice instituted by the Government that 
so many lives are saved. 

Every few miles. along the beach the 
G,Ove«lniont has life 'saving stations land 
a crew on duty at each -frf them ten 
rrionthp. in the year. These stations are 
connected by telephone, and also ■with 
the house of the district superintendent. 
A local physician is. appointed for each 
district, and all bodies that come ashore 
niust bi3 inspected by him before inter- 
ment. . . ,. , , 

Few people realize the judgment .and . 
courage shown by the captains and crews : 
of these stations, or the hardships en- 
dured in patroling the beach during, the 
cold and bitter winter storuis. They dead 
a lonely life, the salary is small and the 
danger great. 

All praise to the gallant souls whose 
lives arc devoted to the saving of men 
who go down to the sea in ships..

our midst. The crime lists also reveal 
, the fact that many of these young 

thieves were pickpockets, till-snatchers 
, and housebreakers, - 

. From the statistics referred to, we 
! learn- that over-, a, thousand -persons 

-wore convicted of being receivers -of 

stolen property. 



Every now and again the daily 
Press reports the raiding of premises 
occupied by some receiver of stolen 
goods, and from the descriptions pub- 
lished, it is evident there are still 
many who follow the occupation of 
Fagin, the "fence." ■ 

Thief-Trainers. 

It is ' not comforting to know that 
there are men whoso sole occupation in 
life is to entice young lads into the 
practices of dishonesty ; and no horse- 
dealer examines with greater care the 
teeth of the horse he proposes buying, 
than doe? the thicif-traiiier the hands , 
of the lad he has fixed hia evil eyes 
-upon. Should .the lad's' fingers be long 
and lithe, ' the thief-trainer ingratiates 
. himself, by means of drink? and gifts, 
into Ills goodwill. . , 

He "then uses. all. th,o vile, arts .of 
persuasion he possesses to incite the 
-lad into committing some breach of 



the law. This being done, the rest is 
easy; for the knowledge that his 
"chum" can hand him over to the 
police at any time makes the lad as 
yielding to the evil designs of the 
trainer, as clay in the hands of the 
potter. 

We propose sliow^ing the training 
process to which the hapless juvenile 
is subjected, by a few of the biograph- 
ical facts -of -one of the converted 
thieves now in cur Prison-Gate Home; 
but before doing so, we give the follow- 
ing particulars of a "thieves' kitchen," 
supplied us by the artist who has 
drawn the spirited picture on this 
page: 

"I had accompanied the doctor to 
a low lodging house in the neighbor- 
hood of Ratcliffe Highway, who, after 
he had attended the patient he had 
come to see, was asked to visit another 
sick man. ? We were conducted through 
a dark, sloping, tunnel-like 



that afforded by the chimney. A coke 
fire burned in the grate and a feeble 
light was slied by candles stuck in 
bottles. The general appearance of the 
room is represented in the sketch." 

A Den in Seven Dials. 

The ex-houaebreaker had been taken 
in hand at tlie.age. of fourteen by a 
man wh"o kept an establishment' for 
the training of thieves, in Seven Dials. 

This establishment was situated in 
a mean street, and the training took 
place in a long room, which it was 
impossible to.r''ftch without ftrsigoing' 
through, other , rooms and - passages, 
.thus, secure from a sudden : dasji of 
the police, the evil work was briskly, 
carried on, and in one case at least, a 
fully-developed criminal was evolved. 

The persons connected with this 
place were the leader, two expert burg- 
lars, and five youths from twelve 'to 
seventeen, the latter being more or 
less proficient in the art of breaking 
the Eighth Commandnient without 
defection, in proportion to their length 
of training. 

The specialties of this school were 
pocket-picking, "parlor-jumping" and 
"till-nicking." 

To abstract a purse from a lady's 
dresa pocket, or a 'Svipe" (sijk hand- 
kerchief) from the coat-tails of-a"tofi** 
without tlicir being aware of the fact. 
necessitates a light touch and swift 
motions; and itifinite pains were taken, 
by both teacher and taught, to promote 
dexterity. 

How It Is Done. 

At times the"principal," 9,ttired' aa 
a "toff," paraded to and fro the ro'dini, 
the boys being taught to walk in step 
with him, ©ye him all over without 
. seeming to do so., and, at the precise 
moment, whisk his handkerchief 'from 
his ' coat, snatch his watch from hia 
fob, or his purse from his pocket, .pass 
the article to a confederate, or slip 
it into a pocket concealed' in hia 
. sleeve, and assume an expression of 
cherubic innocence. 

In actual practice the proper mo- 
ment is a long time coming, and the 
victim is accompanied in bus or tram 
until the coveted article is correctly 
located on his person, and a favorable 
moment arrives for its abstraction. 

At other times, the trainer would 
dori up-to-date feminine attire, and 
stand gazing with pretended admiira- 
- tion into an irti aginary shop-window. 
'The tliief-in-making would stand by 
Ids side, evidently absorbed 'in tha 
same display of goods, but really, with 
liglit and nimble fingers would ba 
gradually working up the purse to the 
pocket opening till it could be gripped 
by two trained fingers, the pocket then 
being allowed to drop into its custom- 
ary position, quietly, so as not alarm 
the "lady." < 

Another |orm of . pocket-picking, 
known as "touching on the fly," is aa 
fo^'ows : The lady is walking. She is, 
therefore, preceded by a confederate,' 
who keeps a sharp look-out for the 
police, while the thief walks softly and ' 
closely behind the lady, ahd when, 
by the motion? of. walking, the open-' 
ing of the pocket is disclosed, his &ahd 
is adroitly thrust in, and the purse 
taken. A irioment later 'the thief is 
on the other side of the street, walking 
briskly in another direction. 

The practice in yogue ,by- aress" 
makers of putting the pockets behind 
is a great temptation to pocket-piok-i 
' ing., ■." , ," ■. .-,p .; -..ij, . 
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""Till-Nicking. 

"Till-nicTving" means the robbing of 
shop tills. The hoys were taught to 
■ hang aroiind sliop-doors until some 
customer entered, when the tinkling 
bell would at cuice locate the position 
of tiie bell on the door. Theuj when 
the customer had left the shop and the • 
shop-keeper had retired to his snug 
back-parloij the thief would cautious- 
ly open the sbop dooi'j seize the 
tongue of the hell to prevent its ring- 
ing, and having carefully shut the 
door, would sneak to the tills, empty 
>■ all the bowls, and then creep out as 
slyly as he entered. 

"Parlor-juiaping-" iifecesfiitates the 
art of beiSg : sble "to open windows 
. silently and swiftly, or to effect other 
entries into gentlemen's houses. Num- 
bers of small boys 'are used in this 
. (jonjiection to effect Em. entrance for 
fully grown burglars. ' ■■ 

One method taught at the eBtablish- 
mcnt in question was to hide in some 
spot— often an out-hOuse or coal-shed — 
from, which a view of -the. kitchen 
-- cbuld be obtained. Here the thief 
would wait tuitdl ■ a" servant who , 
-might be employed in washing silyer 
■' would either leavei the kitchen in an- 
swer to the summons of her ntisti'ess, 
or else would reveal to the watching 
- -tliief where abouts the-'silver' and. other 
valuables were kept. Should tbe maid 
i bethoxtghtle'ss'tenough toleave the sil- 
ver unprotelited while She responded 
to the summons of a.' bell,' the thief 
would silently open the wiiidow, enter, 

• and decamp with all the valuables he 
■ could lay his hands upon. :;■ 

In the foregoing and many other' 
ways were these lads taught to steal 
and prey upon society. 

• 'Our ex-thief was first "lagged" for 
robbing a shop till. 

•■ Lagged." 

' Many a "" lagging " did he get after- 
ward, for his sentences amount in the 
aggregate to forty-four years. He was 

• a convict in Western Australia when 

• Dad Bloss was there, and at the pre- 
sent time is Qtt on license. 

An old man sixty-four years of age, 
out of which span of life he has only 
enjoyed liberty for twenty-five years 
ati the outside.' After he became known 
to the police, ho jvaa arrested so fre- 
quently that during the course of forty 
years, two consecutive years has been 
1-he longest period* of freedom he has 
had at any one time. 

After bocotn'ing an expert thief, he 
left the Seven Dials and started out 
" on his own.'^ He made a specialty 
cf burglary. 

It was his practice to iind out the 
name of the carpenter wlio was regu- 
larly employed at certain establish- 
ments. Provided with a note-book 
r.nd pen and ink he would call at 
, these houses «nd say that he had beenj 
instructed to call and see to the win- 
dows. Accompanied by a servant, lie 
wpuld make a round of inspection, 
carefully noting if any jewelry lay on 
the t6.bles, Should jeweli-y in sufficient, 
quAntaty to make a haul, lie about 
in any room,, he woiild despatch the 
servant for a, pair .of steps. "While she 
was gone t'>e' jewelry ^^ould be .. com- 
maudeered;" and, like tlia " slim " De 
Wet, he would "get safely away." He 
did not always elude pursuit. On one 
occasion he entei-ed a house in this 
manner, and while the lady was out of 
the^ room ordering something he re- 
quired, be pooketed a gold watch 
with a long gold chain. He, was 
about to leave the room, when the lady 
returned, aaid spying the end of the 
gold chain dangling out of his pocTcet, 
Hsked what it meant. To quieten the 
lady, ho thrust the watcJi and chain 
imn lioi hands and bolted.

Either the officer in charge of the 
local corps or his lieutenant meets each' 
discharged prisoner, and offers to look 
after him and secure a situatijsn ior 
him. In this way some VOO people 
were put in the way of earning for 
themselves an honest -living and a 
good name. , . 

So much are the efiorts of the Army, 
appreciated in Toronto that the police 
court officer co-ojie.rates ■\vibh the Sal- 
vation Army, and turns many of those 
who are up for the first time over to 
the officers. The speaker referred to 
the cell to cell visitation at Central 
Prison, Toronto, There are some 400 
inmates in that institution, and the 
officers have a face to face talk witli 
each of those at least once every month. 
If the man can be aided in any way, 
he is given the desired help, but isi 
not given money. The employers who 
have trusted these discharged prison- 
ers have applied for more. Many, 
thrilling experiences Of eonvicts were 
given by Lieut.-Colonel PUgmire, who 
also spoke on the parole System.
